{Text} What are the Palestinians’ stands in the new era, stands which, although 
close to those of the former French administration, are different in some aspects’ 
To find out, Bisharah al-Gun contacted Majid Abu Sharar, Fatah Central Committee 
member. 


[Begin recording) [Question) Mr Abu Sharar, you have heard the French president's 
decision on the Palestinian issue that the Palestinian people have the right to a 
homeland, direct negotiations between Israel and the Palestinians are a gust and 
the PLY is required to abandon the idea of obliterating Ierael from existence. 

What is the PLO's opinion on ail that? 





[Answer] French President Mitterrand stated the Palestinian people's right to 
establish thei own state. We consider this a positive matter. The question is: 
How can we achieve this goal which the Palestinians are struggling to accomplish? 
Il believe that it i° premature to say how we may reach it, particularly because 
the Palestinians are c»nvinced that there are still numerous influential forces, 
led by the United States, which oppose this legitimate Palestinian goal. The 
question is: How can all the peace-loving people that believe in the people's 
right to determine their future cooperate to achieve this goal. On the Palestinian 
side, the Palestinians have no choice but to continue the struggle to create cir- 
cumstances which help to achieve that. On the French side, the main question is 
how far can France go in adopting a Middle East policy which is not subservient 
to the blackmail of U.S. policy, which is hostile toward the Palestinian and Arab 
people. This is a joint strugkle duty for peace-loving people that believe in 
the people's right to determine their destiny. 


[Question] Does the PLO see new changes in French Middle East policy contained 
in the recent French stand? 


[Anewer) There is no doubt that President Mitterrand's stand needs to be followed 
up, studied and negotiated so that we can define the truth of the French policy on 
the Palestinian and the Middle East teeues. It is rather presature to give a 
clear and firm opinion on this policy. 











(Question! You spoke about the need to esteblieh « Palestinian-French dialogue. 
Nave any direct or indirect official contacts been made between the new socialiat 
adminiatration and the PLO, and at what level? 


[Anewer] There is no doubt that we are trying to establish a way to conduct 
permanent dialogues which serve the clear Peiestinian right to a return, self- 
determination and establishment in an independent state. It is well known that 
brother Yasir ‘Arafat cabled Pres'dent Mitterrand to congratulate hie on winning 
the elections. It ie also premature to speak about established contacts Vetween 
the PLO and the new French administration, particularly because this administra- 
tion is still in the phase of formation and construction and because the second 
round of parliamentary elections heave not yet been completed. 


(Question) But in light of the declared stands to date, how does the PLO view 
the future of Palestinian-French relations, particularly in the light of French 
Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson's consideration of the PLO as a representative 
of the Palestinians, but not their sole representative? 


|Anewer) There is no doubt that we do not agree with French Foreign Minister 

Ciaude Cheyeson on this. We are the sole legitimate representatives of the 

Palestinian people. This fact is acknowledged by numerous world states and 

powers of influence and weight. We are the sole legitimate representatives. 

Thies te what the Arab league recognizes. This is what numerous forces acknowledge. 
indeed we shall seek to rectify thie erroneous stand which does not see the PLO al 
as the sole legitimate representative. 


{Question} How will the PLO attempt to achieve that? Is it through a direct 
dialogue or through mediation--Arab mediation for example? 


[Anewer|) There is no doubt that we will pursue all geans. At our National 
Council's latest session, we decided to intensify our activities and sovements in 
the arena of political diplomatic contacts all over the world and in Western 
Europe as well. We said that we are ready to discuss any initiative which recog- 
nizes the Palestinian people's right to determine their destiny, return and estab- 
lish the Palestinian independent state and that the PLO is the sole legitimate 
representative of the Palestinian people. 


{Question} One last question, Mr Abu Sharar. What is your opinion of the commence- 
ment of a French mediation led by Francois Mitterrand between Israel and the 
Paiestinians? 


[Anewer|] We believe that the Israeli political mind is to be addressed only by 
force. For example, the recent aggression against the nuclear reactor in Iraq, in 
my opinion, asserts to all disillusioned people that this terrorist political mind 
must be confronted with force. It asserts to them that new political facts sust 
be created in the region; that basic changes in the balance of force in the region 
must be made in order to destroy this terrorist political mine which approves 
expansion, aggression and contirued terrorises. 


[Question] Then there is no possibility for direct or indirect dialogue? 


[Anewer| With Ierael: Indeed, no direct or indirect dialogue. Our deal with 
Israel is the logic of force. [end recording)

ARAB STATES AID PROGRAMS DISCUSSED

(Text) Sinee the ear'y days of ite independence Kuwait realised, along with 
other Arab sister states, the need for extending the region, the Director 
General of the Arab Fund for Economic Development, Dr. Mohammac Al-Amadi said 
last week, 


This realisation led the state to set up Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic Develop- 
ment as the firet Arab financial inetitution for lending and financing develop- 
ment programmes in lesser developed states. 


Kuwait's aid programmes were based on Islamic-Arab conceptions, Dr. Al Amadi 
said at a press interview. The Kuwait Fund was soon followed by the Arab Fund 
for Economic Development and Social Development (AFESD) which was created after 
the 1967 war as an expression of Arab solidarity and their will to resist 
Zionist plans for the region. 


The seventies witnessed the birth of other funds such as the Saudi Development 
Fund, and those of Libya, Abu Dhabi and Iraq in addition to regional institutions 
such as the Islamic Development Bank, the Arab Monetary Fund and the Arab Bank 
for Economic Development in Africa. 


The five Arab development funde established by Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, Abu Dhabi, 
Libya and Iraq are now aiding development projects throughout the Third World. 


Created in 1961, with a capital reaching 175 million dollars, Kuwait Fund for 
Arab Economic Development (KFAED) turned into a 3.66 billion dollar institution 
providing easy term loans and technical consultancy to developing states. 


By the end of 1980, the Fund's commitments reached 2.53 billion dollars in 
financing projects in some 65 developing countries. In addition to its 
economic achievements the Kuwaiti Pund provided a model to other Arab states 
as to how they could channel their aid programmes, Dr. Al-Amadi added. 


The Abu Dhabi Fund, established in 1972 with a capital reaching 540 million 
dollars was the second Arab lending institution. The fund's commitment reached 
900 mi lion dollars in 1980, the chief of the Arab Fund for Economic 
Development, added. 




















The 4.5 billion dollar Saudi Pund was created in 1975 and ice Iraqi counterpart 
wae born in 1973 with a 675 million dollar capital. The fifth fund was the 
Libyan Arab Bank which was established in 1973 but no detaile on ite capital 
commitment were immediately available. 


The five Arab financial inetitutions are opening on a capital totalling 
13} billion dollars with commitments reaching over nine billion dollars, 
Dr. Al Amadi said, 


in addition, the Arab states have created or took part in a number of economic 
projects including the Arab Fund for Economic and Social Development (AFESD) 
which wae formed in 1972 with a capital of 100 million Kawaiti dinars. The 
capital was increased in 1975 to 400 million dinars. 


Other inetitutions created in 1975 included the Islamic Development Bank 
(2.6 billion dollars), the Arab Bank for Economic Development in Africa 
(738 million dinars), OPEC Fund (1,000 million dollars) and the Arab 
Monetary Fund (925 million dollars). 


in 1975, the Arab Agricultural Investment and Development Organisation was 
formed with a capital allocation of 560 million dollars. Arab economic aid 
was also extended to international institutions euch as the United States 

Development Programme (UNDP), World Bank and other UN specialised agencies. 


Another form of Arab economic contribution included aid to Arab League Agencies 
and joint venture projects, Dr. Al-Amadi said.

Development Bank concluded ite 50th meeting in Jiddah today under the chairmanship 
of Dr Ahmad Muhammad ‘Ali, the bank's director. During the meeting, the board 
allocated $95.17 million to finance 13 new projects in a number of Arab and Islamic 
countries. This sum includes $18 million to finance the import of industrial goods 
by Algeria, $15 million for the import of raw cotton by Bangladesh, $15 million 
for the import of seeds by Senegal and $10 million for the import of refinesu petro- 
leum products by the YAR. The board also agreed to allocate ©) aillion for the 
purchase of an oil tanker by the Pakistani National (7011) ompany. It also 
approved a loan for Cameroon to build a road, a loan for ©,:ia to build a factory 
to convert garbage into fertilizer and a ‘oan to carry out © ©) projects and 
purchase equipment for (Lola) internationa. airport in the Maldives. The Islamic 
Bank board of executive directors also approved technical assistance for Niger, 
Djibouti and the YAR to carry out feasibility studies on new projects. During 
this session, the board also approved increasing the bank's participatio. in the 
capital of the Jordanian Fertilizer Company and discussed a number of isvues 
related to the bank's activities. It also approved the appointment of a director 
for the Islamic Institute for Research and Training that is affiliated with the 
bank.

\Text) The Extraordinary Meeting of the Arab Gulf Postal Association which 
was concluded last Thursday in Abha, Saudi Arabia, has called for further 
cooperation and coordination between member states in the exchange of expertise 
and information and in the training and orientation of staff. 


According to Salem Ali al Mahmoud, the Assistant Under-Secretary for Postal 
Affairs who led the UAE delegation to the meeting, it was decided that the 
headquarters of the association will be built in Riyadh. An adhoc committee 
comprising representatives from the UAE, Kuwait, and Saudi Arabia, has been 
entrusted to supervise the echeme and will hold ite firet meeting in August. 


Mahmoud said that during the talks the association agreed to reduce the postal 
fees between the member countries. From now on, letters and cards weighing 
less than 20 grammes will be exempted from air mail duties. 


The meeting also endorsed the financial and administrative regulations of the 
association as well as the proposed contributions of the member estates to ite 
central funds. 


Accordingly, Saudi Arabia will contribute 20 per cent of the budget, Kuwait 





70 per cent, Iraq 21 per cent, the UAE 15 per cent, Qatar 9 per cent, Oman 2.5 per 


cent and Bahrain 2.5 per cent. 


Mahmoud revealed that Ali ai Sheikh Jama’ was elected Secretary Generali of the 
association. 
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SUSPECTS ARRESTED=<-An official source at the Interior Ministry hae eaid that the 
public security forces have uncovered the identity of the killere of the public 
soo SY Sergeant Jum'ah Nafi' Ghurayib and have arrested and interrogated thee. 
They have confessed their crime and their confessions are currently being recorded 
in the presence of an investigating magistrate. The official source said that the 
culprits are a group of young men who belong to an illegal religious political 
extremist front, all of whose members have been arrested.

Claims to be the leader of the Buropean Shi'ite society, has sent a cable to 
Ayatollah Khomeyni tendering some proposale on the prevention of chaos and blood- 
shed in Iran. These proposals include the formation of a supreme committee of 
hational reconciliation that will include all opposition groups without exception; 
the termination of acts of vengeance, prosecutions, arrests, settlement of differ- 
ences and summary executions; the formation of 4 supreme council comprised of all 
Shi'ite Ulema to supervise, control and guide government foundations; and the 
acceptance of the mediation of international organizations, especially the French 
Government, to end the war with Iraq. 


LE MONDE also reports that the Iranian branch of human rights is to meet tais after- 
noon with the participation of French and Iranian dignitarie: in order to express 
solidarity with the Iranian nation and to inform the French public of that which 

ie happening in Iran. 


In the same iesvue, LE MONDE writes that JOMHURIY-E— ESLAMI has told ite readers to 
immediately report to committees and courte everything they hear in buses, taxis, 
clinics and public places and everything they see in their neighborhoods, offices 
and on their comings and goings. 


Referring to the accusaticns that foreign correspondents are epies, LE MONDE 
writes: The Tehran regime should adopt 4 specific policy on foreign correspondents. 
If it know that these correspondents are spies, then it should refuse to accept 
them in Ira If it accepts them, then they should not be the target of demonstra- 
tore’ rage and vengeance. Ending the article, LE MONDE writes: The dangerous 
article published by JOMHURIY-E£ ESLAMI accusing foreign correspondents of being 
spies has placed the lives of these correspondents in danger.

{Text} The BBC, the voice of the international colonialies, has been broadcasting 
against the deprived and oppressed people of the world for 4 long time. This 
unauepicious voice, the voice of oppression and the world's oppressors which is 
part of the powerful imperialiet and sioniet propaganda network, from the start 

of its existence, has pursued the sole aie of helping to advance British colonial 
policies and ite allies: to colonize as guch a8 possible the deprived people of 
the world and to give the world the impression that Britain has remained the domi- 
hate economic power. 


For the same reason the British government has made 4 huge investment to expand 
this propaganda medium at the international level. Presently the colonial voice 
of the BBC is broadcasting in 39 languages over 710 hours 4 week to more than 4 
billion people in the world. According to statistics published by the Central 
Office of Information in London, the BBC is broadcasting programs from 4 saxieum 
of 63 hours in the Arabic language to 4 siniaum of 25 minutes in Maltese each 
week. These programs mainly include, reflections of the British point of view 
on political topics ae well as publicity for Britieh culture and traditions, news 
bulletins, political commentaries, aport and assorted susic. 


The maintenance of such an organization with 25,000 employees requires 4 huge 
budget and continued investments. The voice of colonialism and the servant of 
imperialism and cionies spends willions of pounds in order to carry ite voice to 
the ears of everyone on earth in order to give directives and inhumane guidance 
to the oppressors, to distort realities and to distort the reality of the world’s 
oppressed and deprived and revolutionary peoples, to prevent international aware- 
ness toward current iseves and in order to distort facts and to weaken the world 
oppressed people's revolutionary spirit. The amount of the SBC's expenditures 

has an indirect relation to the British political and economic situation. Despite 
the worsening situation in Britain and growing inflation, this organization's 


propaganda expenditures increases. 


The present economic crisis has shaken this old world devourer and Britain is 
facing sany economic, social and political problems. Reduced expenditures are 
part of the British government's policy but the reduction in the BBC's budget is

only around | sillion pownde and thie cut would only affeet the BBC's home services. 
The BBC's overseas services wot only have not been touched but the number of trane~ 
mitters has been increased. This comes at 4 time when industrial firme throughout 
Britain are closing down one after another as 4 result of the economic situation, 
Every day thousands join the dole line but the BBC's programs in the Arabic language 
or for example in the Irish and Farei languages not only are not cut but become 
more elaborate, sore expensive and longer. 


What ie really behind thie’ Why are thousands of emall and large tranemitters 
and boosters on land and sea and one huge world news network consisting of corre- 
spondents, commentators, reporters, editors, etc. broadcasting in 19 languages 
more than 100 hours daily at such «a huge cost? 


The BAC, the voice of colonialiem together with the voice of impertaliem, the 
voice of America and actually any voice associated with the existing east and west 
powers, would never broadcast free of charge and for the sake of God and humanity 
useful and informative news bulletins and programs. in today's materialistic 
world where every cent is invested and it must bring several times return, such 
investments in propaganda must be very profitable. 


The BBC, thie voice of international colonialiem has been well-known to the 
deprived people of the world since before World War Til. The world freedomlovers 
and the oppressed will never forget the effectiveness of this voice in the suppres- 
sion of nations and the directives issued by the British politicians through the so 
called fongovernment BBC radio and its correspondents and the commentators to 
reactionary rulers in order to suppress nations and stop the waves of revolution. 
In the name of impartiality the BBC has always imposed upon the world the British 
politicians’ and government's political thoughts and British imperialist economic 
interests, has promoted British culture and traditions and has prepared the vorid's 
markets and the world nations’ tastes to absorb British rubbish exporte and goods. 


The BBC's political commentators have had major and basic roles in creating coups 
and justifying the rule of reactionary and tyrannic regimes on the world's oppreseed. 


Now that Ireland is covered in blood and the oppressed and deprived people of this 
land are giving their lives for the sake of liberty and becoming sartyre, there is 
no news or any relevant commentaries and analysis of the situation in that land in 
the programs of the voice of colontaliem and iaperialiem. This is against the 
bac'ground of the growing world desire to learn more about the political situation 
and the Irish revolution. SBritieh economic issues and the growing recial crisis 
in Britain require discussions, analysis and review. Yet these subjects are never 
topice for diecussions by these radios because they do not want to spend money to 
discuss their own problems. They spend in order to analyze others’ problems 
according to their own point of view. In other words, the question of Ireland as 
far as the BBC authorities are concerned does not constitute a topic of interest 
to Iranian listeners. What concerns the Iranians are only Iranian issues and the 
mercenary staff of the BBC Persian service who pursue their masters’ guidelines.

The funeral of 72 of Imam Khomeyni's beat allies was one of the most unpreceden’ +d 
ceremonies after the victory of the revolution, Millions of television sets on he 
Hight of the funeral confirmed the glory of the ceremonies in Tehran and other cities. 
If tho vision of the Islamic Republic of Iran had adequate facilities, we would have 
seen our compatriots residing in emall towns and villages attending funeral cere- 
monies. 


But the voice of the colonialist BBC on thie event which millions of the Iranians 
witnessed was otherwise. 


In its Jam-e-Jahan Nama [a BBC Persian service program] on | July-<the BBC said: 

The crowd attending the ceremony in comparison to those gatherings and marches 
which used to take place in Iran was not as great and glorious. The BBC then added, 
quoting the GUARDIAN correspondent, the civil servants and some other groups are 
usually forced to attend such gatherings. Therefore with the participation of these 
groups, such gatherings become more crowded and more sensational. The voice of 
colonialiem did not know that the day had been declared an official holiday. In its 
report, the BBC said: According to the guardian correspondent, a feeling of deep 
sorrow could not be seen at the gathering and the slogans changed by the revolution 
guards against Mr Bani-Sadr did not get a warm response. It is possible that the 
BBC and its correspondents had forgotten that 70 percent of the Iranian population 
has access to television and millions did witness the ceremony and would refute 
such an open falsehood. 


The BBC and its policymakers were hoping that by underestimating the greatness 

of this event in which people from all walks of life participated they would deal 

a direct blow to the clergy and the position of the leadership. The BBC's policy- 
makers and the voice of imperialiem and its satellites with the goal to bring down 
the regime of the Islamic Republic and destroy the revolution and Islamin Iran are 
following a series of precise ND interconnected lines within their propaganda and 
NWS policies. Their recent performances over the last 2 or 3 years are indications 
of these policies--publicizing the nonexistance of stability and the existance of

(Text) iraq is the Middle East's fastest developing market for exports. British 
exports there this year are likely to be worth 500 m. pounds, making it the third 
largest Arab purchaser of UK goods, behind Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 

Emi rates. 


The war with Iran has not impeded the growth of Iraq's importe. The Government 
is eager to prove that it can provide both guns and butter. Transport diffi- 
culties, which created serious difficulties for exporters in the first three 
months of the conflict, largely have ended although routes are still somewhat 
congested. 


The Iraqis are particularly eager to see more British companies working in Iraq. 
A sign of this is the technical and economic co-operation agreement to be signed 
by Mr Hassan Ali, Trade Minister and a member of the Ruling Revolution Command 
Council, in London last week. 


With Iraqi state companies sensitive to the way the political wind is blowing, 
this will ease the path of British businessmen on the way to Baghdad. Private 
sector is negligible. 


The improvement in relations contraste with the boycott on contracts for UK 
companies imposed by Baghdad in 1978 in retaliation for the expulsion of 11 
Iraqi officials from London. 


Fear of a hostile political climate and difficulty in acquiring visas dissuaded 
British businessmen from trying to enter the Iraqi market during the 1970s. 
There were easier markets further south of the Gulf. The jailing of the two 
businessmen in Baghdad also cooled UK enthusiasm. 


As a result British contractors have had few successes in Iraq. The market 

has come to be dominated by the West Germans and Japanese. For example, 

Mitsui said last week that it and Toshiba have won a Y35 billion (79.5 m pounds) 
order for equipment for a hydro-electric power station to be built in Mosul. 


At a conference of the Council of British Manufacturers of Petroleum Equipment 
last week, following a mission to Iraq, a supplier described how he tried to 
find a bidder for two oil treatment plants for which his company had been 
invited to bid. 
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He explained to the Iraqis that his company did not carry out turnkey construction, 
He found subsequently that not one of the five British contractors he contracted 
showed any interest. Most cited political imatability in the region as the 

reason, 


Contractors have reason for caution as long as the war continues, Some lraqi 
atate organisations are prepared to take the exigencies of war into account 

and be flexible in contract conditions, Others refuse to admit that conditions 
have changed since a year ago. 


Even before the war there were difficulties getting equipment to Baghdad on 
time, with ships waiting at Basra port for up to 60 days. The Iraq National Oi] 
Company told the CPMBE British companies had failed in the past to supply 
sufficient technical data on products, react quickly to inquiries, emphasise 
after-sales service, or control prices. 


Many companies, however, were unable to do business in Iraq because of the 
difficulty acquiring visas. The Japanese trading howes, such as Mitsubishi 
and Sumitomo, with large offices in Baghdad, have the advantage of a presence 
on the ground. 


In the last four or five months, the number of UK companies with otfices in 
iraq has doubled. Contractors are beginning to have some success. The largest 
single contract for many years, a 65 million pound road project in Baghdad, 
was won recently [by] John Laing International. This may prove to be a potent 
for the future of British trade. 


Once the war with Iran is over, the Iraqis will need to return rapidly to their 
old level of oil production. This touched 3.7 million barrels a day last year. 
They have ambitious plans to utilise more associated gas. 


The Government needs to prove to the people that the war is not setting back 
economic development.

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STUDY SHOWS HIGH URANIUM CONTENT IN PHOSPHATES 
Amman AL-DUSTUR in Arabic 26 Mar 61 pp i, 17

[Text] According to a survey of the Arab Mining Company, an offapring of the Arab 
Economic Unity Council, the percentage of uranium in Jordanian phosphates is con- 
sidered as ranking among the highest in the world. 


This survey indicates that uranium, which is considered an important source of 
energy, wae found in the abundant phosphate rock formations existing in Jordan. 
These rock formations constitute a 250-kilometer belt extending from the area of 
al-Shaydiyah in the far southeastern region to al-Rasifah in the north. The areas 
between these two pointe are al-Qatranah (15 kilometers south of ‘Amman), al-Hasa 
(135 kilometers south of ‘Amman) and Ma'an (220 kilometers south of ‘Amman). 


According to the survey, the phosphates of al-Shaydiyah contain gore sand than 
phosphate in the northern areas. The survey estimates the Jordanian phosphate 
reserves at 1.25 billion, of which 923 million tons are in al-Shaydiyah, about 
200 million tons in al-Hasa and al-Qatranah, and about 76 tons in al-Rasifah near 
ai-Zarqah. 


The survey indicates that the average uranium content of the phosphates amount 
to 125 grame per ton in the upper leyers of the phosphate rock formation in al- 
Shaydiyah, and that the proportion of uranium content increases as you go higher. 


According to the survey, 4 number of research workers started analyzing the ura~ 
nium contents of the phosphates from al-Hasa and al-Rasifah, where uranium was 
found at four levels. The proportion of the uranium content there increases when- 
ever you go higher, as that is the case in al-Shaydiyah. The average uranium con- 
tent of the phosphates in al-Rasifah amount to 150 grams per ton. The phosphates 
of al-Hasa consist of one single layer, the uranium content of which amount to 
about 93 grams per ton, although it should be remembered that some surveys indi- 
cate that «a higher proportion of uranium exists (160 grams per ton). 


According to the survey, sore research work is under way to conduct detailed sur- 
veys concerning this matter. A condensed report, prepared by Dr ‘Abd-al-Qadir 
‘Abid and Hueayn Khalid, was published in the second issue of the Arab Mining 


Magazine about this survey.

DISTRIBUTION OF LMPORTED LABOR DISCUSSED

[Article: "Construction and Building Activity Utilizes One-Half Incoming [Foreign] 
Labor; Stable Employment Rate in Banking, Insurance and Conversion Industries") 


[Text] An annual report issued by the Ministry of Social Affairs and Labor asserts 
that construction and building industry still utilizes one-half of the labor permitted 
to enter the country for work. Even though there was a relative drop in this rate 

in 1980 in comparison with the preceding year, the number of permits rose by 6,860 
permits. 


The report points out that in 1977, the construction and building industry represented 
52.9 percent of the total work permits issued for entry into the country. It was 
noticed at the time through a quarterly followup that there was a constant rise 
throughout the year from 47.7 percent, to 51.3 percent, to 55.9 percent and 55.9 
percent. 


In 1978, it was noticed that there was a drop in the total entry permits issued for 
work purposes in comparison to the preceding year. Yet, there was an increase in 
the demand for new labor in construction and building activity in terms of both 
numbers and percentage; it rose to 62 percent. The 1978 demand for labor in this 
industry exceeded the demand of the preceding year, meaning that the labor needs in 
this area were rising constantly. 


In 1979, the relative distribution of the work entry permits according to economic 
activity reaffirmed the same manifestiations evident in preceding years. The work 
entry permits issued for the construction and building industry amounted to 58.9 
percent of the total permits issued. Since March 1981, these permits have become 
the only means of importing any labor from abroad. 


Commerce and Kestaurant Labor 


Regarding labor in the commercial, restaurant and hotel areas, important development 
occurred in 1980 when it became possible separately to examine the labor situation 
at each establishment's Level and, consequently, it became possible to assess the 
establishment's needs, as has been already pointed out. As a result, there was an 
increased demand for new labor. This year new hotel capabilities have been put into 
operation and other changes which have created new work opportunities in this field. 
This is in addition to rectifying the position of some contravening workers who are 
treated as if they were newcomers into the country. 
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The report adds that a ban was imposed on some branches of the conversion industries, 
especially in the small crafts, and that this led to a drop in the work entry permits 
issued for these branches in 1978 and 197° whereas a slight increase occurred in 

1980 due to the reasons already mentioned and leading to an increase in the commercial, 
restaurant and hotel industry's rate, 


The transportation and storage area demonstrates an almost unique degree of fluctuation, 
This fluctuation peaked in 1979 and this is why the year has been described as a year 
of instability. It seems that this situation persisted in 1980, 


Whatever the reasons, this activity has produced numerous work opportunities that 
enable it to perform the role it plays in the development movement--a role embodied 
in the transportation of goods and passengers and in the storage of commodities, 


in 1980, there was a considerable and unprecedented increase, both in numbers and in 
percentage, in the public service and social activity, keeping in mind that numerous 
sectors included within this field were among the sectors covered by the total ban. 
This change is due fundamentally to the fact that new companies entered work in the 
field of public services, such as hospital services and sanitation works in commercial 
and administrative complexes and in residential quarters. 


Stability in Economic Activities 


Among the economic activities closely connected with the development movement are the 
banks, insurance companies, real estate management and other service industries. It 
is noticed that these industries are not exposed to sharp changes, that their [labor] 
percentages are almost stable and that the numerical increase rate in their demand 

for new labor is compatible with the general position they have represented throughout 
recent years. 


A comparative chart of the work permits issued for the first time according to economic 
activity shows that the relative distribution of new incoming labor is compatible 

with the relative distribution of the permits issued for the entry of labor to the 
Kuwaiti work market. This distribution is logical and compatible with what the 
employment agency seeks to achieve within the framework of the system in force. 
Foremost among the agency's goals is to make sure that there is a real work opportun- 
ity and that it is filled. Following are the statistical indicators for the new 
incoming labor in 1980 according to economic activity: 


The construction and building industry absorbed nearly 52.3 percent of the total 
labor coming into the work market. 


An increase amounting to 21 percent of the new labor entered the commercial, 
restaurant and hotel industry. 


The area of conversion industries absorbed 9.2 percent of the total new labor. This 
percentage has remained nearly unchanged throughout the past few years. 


There is a relatively close percentage of new labor in the public service, social, 
financing, insurance, real estate and other business service industries. This means 
that these areas have absorbed nearly the same number of new workers. But their 
situation differs when compared with the preceding years, considering that the numbers 
of new workers entering the financing, insurance ond real estate areas are somewhat 
close in comparison with the preceding years due to the same reasons pointed out in 
the paragraph on the work entry permits. 














Construction and Building 


The report believes that the correct entry to dealing with the data concerning the 
labor whose work permits have been renewed is to consider this aspect as inseparable 
from the concerted efforts exerted to supply the various activities with their needs 
of new labor. These efforts flow into one channel, namely the labor market. There- 
fore, this channel must sooner or later develop the characteristics carried to it by 
ite tributaries, 


The chart provides a comparative list of the renewed work permits according to economic 
areas. This list indicates the following: 


The general situation, especially in the past 2 years, is very close, But the more 
separated are the years, the more clearly appear some tangible differences which can 
be attributed to the effect of the new labor on the work market, especially insofar 
as the main economic activities are concerned, in terme of employment. These areas 
are: Construction, building, commerce, restaurants, hotels and the conversion 
industries. The most significant of these differences have been the following: 


The rate of (work permit] renewal in the construction and building industry amounted 
to 33.4 pereent, 39.7 percent, 41.3 percent and 41.4 percent in the years 1977, 1978, 
1979 and 1980 consecutively. This means that the rate of this activity has been 
tangibly increasing year after year. 


The exact opposite appears in the commercial, restaurant and hotel industry considering, 
that the rate of [work permit] renewal continued to decrease throughout the said years 
as follows: 31.4 percent, to 28.7 percent, to 28.8 percent and 27.8 percent. 


In the field of the conversion industries, it seems that there has been no major 
change in this rate. A small decrease continued to show in the years from 1977 to 
1979 (16.9 percent, 15.10 percent and 14.5 percent) and then an increase developed 
in 1980, with this rate amounting to 15.5 percent. 


As for the other economic areas, the changes they have undergone were slight and did 
not exceed 1.9 percent in most of them from 1977 to 1980. It has also become evident 
that the effect of the flow of new labor throughout the preceding years--even though 
the effects of this flow are becoming evident, especially in the construction and 
building industry--was still Limited in comparison with the distribution of the 
newcoming labor. 


Market Saturation 


The report also notes that it became evident in 1977 that there were areas of major 
concern insofar as their needs of incoming labor were concerned, especially the 
commercial, restaurant and hotel industries. But these industries’ rate of absorption 
has somewhat declined. This may be due to the nearly constant rates of their growth, 
to the fact that they have reached the point of saturation and can no longer absorb 
more labor and due to the fact that the growing activity of certain economic sectors, 
especially the construction and building sector, has caused these sectors to dominate 
other sectors. Consequently, the situation of incoming labor will assume a different 
position in the near future from that of the preceding years if the flow of labor into 
the economic activities continues to follow the pattern demonstrated by the work 
permits issued for the first time. 











In 1978, it became evident that there was a big difference in the distribution of 
newcomers and the cases of [work permit] renewal according to economic activity. This 
confirms the link between employment and economic and social growth and the work 
opportunities made available according to the type and volume of the projects 
implemented in a specific period. On the otherhand, there is a slight difference 
between the cases of renewal in 1977 and 1978 and this difference indicates that 

thie data will be close to the data concerning newcomers in the next few years. The 
inflow of labor created the above-mentioned change gradually, with the exception of 
the temporary labor whose presence in the country is tied to the implementation 
period of specific projects and whowe stay in the country for work purposes is less 
than 1 year. There is no doubt that this type of labor will not at all appear in the 
renewal cases.

PALL ING BIRTH RATE CAUSES CONCERN

(Text) Minister of Finance and Planning, Abdul Latif Al Hamad has said the 
government is deeply concerned over the population growth in the country. Hie 
Ministry keeps a close watch on this development and it regularly analyses it, 
he said, 





He said the latest 1980 census had shown that the population of Kuwait was 
1,355,827. Of this, Kuwaitie were 562,065, compared to 793,762 expatriates, 
Thus the percentage of Kuwwaitie wae 41.5 per cent. The actual manpower as 
workforce was 22.4 per cent. Which means that only 109,170 workers in various 
fields are Kwaitis. 


The Minister was answering 4 question by Deputy Hasmpud Al-Rowmi in the National 
Assembly recentiy about the percentage of Kuwaitis in the country. The Minister 
said the reason for the large number of expatriates in Kuwait wae their high 
birth rate. On the other hand, he said, the birth rate among the Kuwwaitis was 
affected by their infivent life etyle. 


He warned that the falling birthrate of Kuwaiti population which had been noticed 
from the fifties, would continue until the next century. Al-Hamad said dependence 
expatriate manpower would continue because of the requirements of social and 
economic development. 


Less than one-fifth of Kuwaiti population join the work force, he said. One reason 
was that gore than half of the Kuwaitis were under 15 years of ago. According 

to hie Minastry'’s etudies, Kuwaitis would be just a quarter of the total population 
by 2000. 


The Minister said that there were two ways open to increase the Kuwaiti population, 
Piret, promoting the natural increase of birth rate. But it was not expected to 
increase significantiy in the near future. 


To the contrary, it was falling because of social and economic development and 
the high standard of education among young Kuwaiti families. 


The second way was an artificial growth . Kuwaiti population by granting nationali- 
ties to expatriates. This wae controlled through the Nationality Law which the 
government does not want to modify, he said.

SOLAR POWER PLANT TO OPEN SOON 
Kuwait AL-QABAS in Arebic 29 May 81 p 4 


|Article: “Selentific Nesearch Center Prepares to Open al-Sulaybiyah Solar Power 
Production Plant") 


{Text} The Kuwaiti Scientific Research Inetitute is preparing to open the solar 
power production plant in al-Sulaybiyah area so that it may enter the experimental 
operation phase prior to being put into permanent service in the future. 


The initial experiments in this plant started last March. 
Start of Project 


The plant is located 25 kms southwest of the city of Kuwait on the site allotted by 
the state for the new headquarters of the Kuwait Scientific Research Center. 


The plant is the fruit of scientific cpoperation between Kuwait and the FRO in the 
sphere of the use of solar energy in the production of electricity by thermal means. 


According to institute sources, the project began in November 1978 in two stages: 

The first included designing and building a solar collector to collect and condense 
solar energy so a8 to develop high temperatures. This collector was tested in Kuwait 
and this stage was completed in December 1979. The second stage called for designing 
and constructing a plant with a 100-kilowatt electricity capacity (700 thermal kilo- 
watts) to generate electricity and desalinate water (at a future phase) in the 
al-Sulaybiyah area. it is planned that it form a nucleus for a complete complex for 
power generation, water desalination and vegetable production in reliance on the sun 
as 4 main source of energy. The work to design the plant started in April 1979 and 
construction started in the al-Sulaybiyah area with the civil installations which 
included the concrete foundations for the solar collectors, the pipeline supports, 
the turbines room, the foundations for the equipment to store and convert the heat 
and the plant's control room. 


In August 1980, the plant started the collection pipes phase. in January [1981), 
work started for installation of the electrical fittings, the control equipment and 
thermal insulation works for the thermal conversion and storage equipment and for 
the collection pipes. 
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Condensation Collectors 


The plant's system of work relies on condensing sunfaye through condensation collectors, 
each with « diameter of 5 meters, The condensing power of these collectors amounts 

to 200 times the ordinary concentration of euarays, hie thermal energy is absorbed 

by a8 ofganic liquid wader high and with « temperature of 190 degrees celsius, A 

part of thie thermal energy te then stored while the other part ie used to vaporise 
ahother ofganic liquid wader high pressure. 


The stofage and vaporization processes are conducted by especial thermal alternators, 
by using the steam generated by the turbines, the thermal energy ie transformed into 
®echanhical energy while the turbine performs ite function by operating 4 power 
generator to produce electric power, 


Ae for the steam operating the turbines, it flows inte other themal alternators and 

ie agein pumped inte the thermal alternators ae liquid where the firet type of organic 
liquid with @ high Cemperature vaporizes the (liquefied) steam under high pressure 

so that it may gain operate the turbine, and so forth, 


The stored part of the first type of liquid is used in the periods of low sunray 
tadiation to keep the operation going at wight. #hen the steam is condensed after 
leaving the turbine, large amounts of heat, known as the expelled heat and amounting 
to 500 kilowatts in this pliant, gust be disposed of, This heat can be used for other 
purposes, such a8 air conditioning and water desalination. 


Water Desalination Also 


in ite next stage, the project calle for exploiting the major part of this thermal 
energy for desalinating water by way of the guiltiphased flashing |wamadi| process to 
produce nearly 50,000 liters of fresh water daily during the summer, if this thermal 
energy is utilized entirely for thie purpose. A part of this energy will be later 
used for cooling by employing the gethods of cooling by absorption. 


Suirays are gathered and condensed by the gain solar collector Which is fitted with 
equipment that follows the @ovement of the eun and that is controlled by an electronic 
computer which also directs a!i the other collectors, totaling 56 altogether, accord- 
ing to the positionot the eun on the horizon. During the night, the collectors are 
turned in the direction of the earth in preparation for the process of following up 
the sum on the gorning of the next day. 


it is expected that the initial experimental operations will continue for several 
months before the permament service is started. This stage secks to test the 
efficieney of the plant's various parts to try to improve it, in addition to gaining 
operational experience. The current stage will be followed by the permanent operation 
stage and by exploitation of the power produced by the pliant according to the needs 

of the entire complex and to its development pian.

[Text] There is good news from the rapidly growing new industrial complex at 

Al Ruweis, 250 kilometers of Abu Dhabi. The first shipment of crude has reached 
there to begin experimental production of refined oil at the ambitious refinery 
under construction there. 


The experimental production will soon be paving the way for readying the plant 
for the first phase of fullscale production in a few months. While the UAE 
happens to be a major producer and exporter ironically it still has to depend 
on imported refined products for meeting its requirements. 


This makes the task of developing its domestic refining capacity crucial for 
its developing economy without rapidly completing the facilities to exploit 
our own natural resources, the country's economy cannot move forward into a 
higher stage of development. 


In its firet phase the Ruweis refinery will have a capacity of 120,000 barrels 
per day, already 15,000 barrels a day are being refined at Umm Al Narr. Over 
the next few years, the production level will gradually rise doubling by the 
end of 1983, and reaching the peak of 300,000 by the end of 1984, 


The completion of the Ruweis complex will have a multi dimensional impact on 
the economy. 


It will be opening up many new opportunities for employment and training of local 
manpower in the petroleum industry. Enlarging the refining capacity will 

quicken the pace of developing petrochemical industries in Ruweis and elsewhere. 
The whole process of industrial expansion is bound to gain a big impetus from 
the completicn of this vital project. 


It will be a big leap forward towards a meaningful diversification of the economy. 
The inauguration of the Ruweis Refinery (after the completion of its first phase) 


in November by President His Highness Sheikh Zayed Bin Sultan Al Nahyan will 
be a big step towards achieving self-sufficiency in refined fuels. 
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Thies ie 4 target whieh the UAL cannot afford not te achieve in a short period 
of time, it will indeed be strengthening its control and reinforcing ite

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COUNTRY TO DEVELOP NUCLEAR POWER BY 1990

{Text) The United Arab Emirates Minister of Electricity and Water, Humaid Nasser 
al Owels, revealed last week that his country was planning to use nuclear power 
to generate electricity. 


Oweis, who ise in Damascus to attend the first Arab Nuclear Conference which opened 
last week, told reporters that the first atomic power plant would probably be 
built by 1990, 


He said that the UAE Government had invited an expert from the International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) for consultations. The expert arrived in Abu Dhabi 
four months ago to prepare a feasibility study on the proposed nuclear installation. 


Oweis announced that the UAE “has started studies to establish a nucle.: center 


to produce energy for peaceful purposes. The plant is scheduled to be completed 
by 1990." 


The conference is attended by representatives of the Arab States and 11 foreign 
countries, in addition to delegates from the Arab League, the PLO, the Organisa- 
tion of Arab Petroleum Exporting Countries (OAPEC) and a number of other petroleum 
organisations. 


The UAE, which is presently meeting all its electricity needs through oi] and gas 
powered generators, has been faced with a growing demand for electricity because 
of the rapid industrialisation and other development activities that are either 
currently underway or are on the drawing board. 


Syria aleo is planning to build a nuclear power plant by 1991 to generate 
electricity and reduce the high cost of importing fuel, Syrian Minister for 
Electric Power Omar Yousef told the opening session of the conference, which 

took place just over a week after Ieraeli jets destroyed an Iraqi nuclear reactor 
outside Baghdad. 


Yousef said the Israeli air strike had been denounced by many countries throughout 


the world. It had underlined the Syrian argument that “the enemy of the Arabs 
is international Zionisn,” he stated. 
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tie told the conference that the Syrian nuclear plant would be finished by 1991, 
lt was needed because of the rocketing cost Syria would have te pay for ite fuel

The Arab countries that attended the meeting are the UAL, Tunisia, Sudan, Jordan, 
Lebanon, North Yemen, Morocco, Saudi Arabia, Algeria and Syria.

A spokesman for the Syrian Minieter said the conference would discuse the pros 


and cone of nuclear energy ueage in electrical fields throughout the Arab

The five-day meeting would also deal with nuclear economies, the commercial 
availability of nuclear generators and safety and manpower development. 


"Syria's aim behind this conference is to probe the scientific aspirations and 
ambitions of the Arab world and to direct them toward an important source of 
energy in the coming 10 years,” the spokesman said. Yousef said that the 
development of the nuclear plant was vital for Syria.
